BRITISH AND FOREIGN MINE ADVENTURES. 


Sir,—I have read with much interest the different articles lately pub- 
lished in the Mining Journal on this subject, and should have answered 
them much sooner if urgent business had not deterred me longer on the 
Continent than I expected. Some of the letters, signed J. Trevethick, 
are evidently written to prejudice English capitalists against German min- 
ing adventures in general, and two undertakings in particular, with which 
1 am more closely connected; but, in spite of the great interest he appears 
to take in German mining affairs, the writer seems to have treated the 
subject rather harshly, so that | am afraid my letter would take up too 
much room in your valuable Journal if I answered all his assertions in 
extenso. Knowing that several German mining undertakings are now in 
the market, and likely to be followed by others in the beginning of the new 
year, I think British capitalists ought to be enlightened on the subject, and 
fur this reason I shall endeavour to answer the different letters quite im- 
partially, and point out not only the light, but also the shadow side of 
German mine adventures. 

In his first letter, of Oct. 27, published in the Journal of October 31, he 
mentions the name of several unsuccessful English companies, which have 
been established for the purpose of working German mines, and thereby 
wants to prove that no capital sent from England into Germany ever re- 
tarns. Some of the companies alluded to have certainly proved a failure, 
but the reason of their failure has not been in all cases the poorness of the 
mines, but may be traced in many instances to careless management, which, 
as mentioned already in my letter of Oct. 27, in the same Journal, either 
they did not consult the local miners, and sunk the shafts at an unfavour- 
able spot, or carelessly squandered the money of the shareholders. Others 
still in progress of formation may yet give good returns—as, for instance, 
the coal mines in Bohemia, if they are started with sufficient capital, for 
the engineers often make their estimates too low, and the consequence is 
an actual loss, or at least dissatisfaction among the shareholders, as is the 
case at present with the Karbitz Colliery Company. ‘The coal in one or 
two of these mines is well adapted for manufacturing purposes, and sure 
to be extensively used in the neighbourhood, while as house coal it is of 
such superior description that consignments sent to Hamburg have rea- 
lised a good profit, and continue to command a ready sale there. The 
greatest objection to these mines is, in my opinion, the number of holidays 
in Austria, at times two or three in a week, when all commercial pursuits 
are interrupted; but I have no doubt this evil might be remedied to some 
extent by the introduction of coal-cutting machines, such as are now in 
use in England, Neither would it be fair to condemn the Mansfeld and 
Kyffhauser Companies before they have actually commenced operations, 
for they may have sufficient ore to pay dividends under a good manage- 
ment, although they are not in the immediate neighbourhood of the old 
celebrated Mansfeld Mines. Your correspondent also questions the merits 
of the Grosse Hoffnung Fundgrube and engebenn Kindlein, in the Frei- 
berg district; and the Zollern Colliery Company, near Dortmund, in West- 
phalia, bat | am sure he would have a betfer opinion if he were more in- 
timately acquainted with the districts referred to. I should be glad to 
know how Mr. Trevethick has discovered that the Grosse Hoffaung Fund- 
grube can be opened with 500/., for no such statement has been made in 
the article of Sept. 12, now before me, and after carefully reading it over, 
I cannot see how he can have come to the conclusion that the mine can 
be opened with 5001. You correspondent must not jump to this concla- 
sion because the surface levels have been worked advantageously in former 
times for different periods with such a small capital, as this very reason 
has forced the adventurers to abandon profitable works when they got be- 
yond the surface levels, or met more water than they could manage with 
the imperfect machinery of those periods, ‘This remark also applies to 
his assertion regarding the Neugeboren Kindlein Mine; and I should be 
giud to have him for a partner, if he has discovered the art of doubling 
the capital every month, as stated in his letter of October 27 (a science far 
more valuable in my eyes than that of the alchemists). Your correspondent 
finally allades tothe Zollern Colliery Company, and his statement that the 
whole 75,0001. are required for one additional powerful pumping-machine, 
and that they can be returned by the profits of seven days’ working, is in- 
correct. Your correspondent, apparently, has not taken the trouble of 
reading the prospectus, and has formed his ideas from the two short arti- 
cles in the Journal of Sept. 12; but even them he must have read very care- 
lessly, for it is expressly said therein—* To procure the ariditional powerful 
pumping-machine, and to com;lete the opening up,” &c. And, further, 
*'There would remain a profit of 1007. per day,” so that the 75,0002. 
would not be returned by the profits of seven days, but it probably would 
take three years, after having arranged the colliery in proper working con- 
dition; this, however, must still be regarded as a highly favourable prospect, 
and the shareholders would not, but for very peculiar circumstances, have 
assented to the conditions under which it is resolved to raise this loan. I 
may also be permitted to add that I have never tried the German market 
with this loan, as it was my intention to introduce myself to the English 
capitalists by a bona fide sule investment; and it surely is considered as 
such in this country also, as an English company has made an offer to buy 
the whole property, and to complete the works for their own account. I 
am sorry to confess that till now colliery companies in Germany have only 
made very slow progress under German management, but an English com- 
pany, under English management, has achieved great success. 1t has sunk 
the shafts, and completed the works, ia the comparatively short period of 
four years, and during the following three years (1860-62) paid dividends 
of about 12 per cent. on the average, although the price of coals has been 
very low all this time. ‘The company is called the Hibernia, and situated 
in Westphalia; the shafts were sunk by the well-known English engineer, 
Mr. Coulson, and Mr. Mulvany is the able manager. The quantities of 
coal raised, and the amounts paid in dividends, are as follows: —

Trevethick, | do not like to quote figures unless I can prove their accuracy, 
The writer of the article about ** Mining in the Freiberg District,’ men- 
tions one mine in connection with the Neugeboren Kindlein, with which 
it ison the same lodes,—the Himmelfahrt Fundgrube; and as I have the 
official balance-sheets for the last ten years in my possession, I herewith 
add a short extract therefrom:—1852 to 1861, gross returns, 745,0142, ; 
nett profits, 299,392/.; dividends paid, 96,096/,; assets, Dec. 31, 1861, 
107,109/.; reserve fund (cash), 49,0327.—N.B. The original capital has 
been returned long ago, and the shareholders bave received during the last 
ten years 7502. per kux (1-128th share of the mine), and not 250/. only, 
as mentioned in the Mining Journal. 

The second letter of Mr Trevethick is dated Nov. 17, and published in 

eJournal of Nov. 21; the greater part thereof is already answered by my 
letter of Oct. 27, wherein I have given him my opinion as to the failure of 
the companies alluded to by him. Above is the name of a successful Eng- 
lish company in Germany, and if he believes that more profit would result 
from working over the Cornish halvavs than from developing the best of 
the German mines which have yet been offered to the English capitalists, 
then he is decidedly mistaken. An English gentleman accompanied me 
the other day to the Freiberg district, aud convinced himself that ore con- 
taining 93 per cent. of silver is found there, and if Mr. Trevethick would 
like to see the ore, I shall be glad to show him a sample, together with an 
official document stating where it came from. I also know a deposit of 
magnetic iron ore, of about 20 feet thickness, now about to be worked with 
English a which contains 68 per cent. of iron. I never heard of such 
a mine in England, but if your correspondent is able to point one out to 
me, I shall feel mrp to accompany him there, and pay all expenses.

He believes to 
beat Mr. Trevethick, by alluding to the Mining Journal of Aug. 29, 1863, 
where fourteen companies are announced as winding-up in one week; but 
this is only a very poor argument, as he might also read of as many com- 
panies in the same condition in Germany, if we had only a central Mining 
Journal, such as in England. However, this must not discourage us to 
“Try, try again,” of which many companies established for working mines 
have had agreeable experience in England, Germany, and elsewhere. The 
Ramsbeck Company is a striking example; for when the board of directors, 
composed of the most eminent bankers of Cologne, &c.—such as Mr. Op- 
penheim and others—under the management of Mr. Sasse, ainé, had wasted 
6,000,000 of thalers, or nearly 1,000,000/., the management passed into 
the hands of Mr. Von der Heydt, who raised a new loan, and by making 
new trials, in a short time was not only enabled to pay the interests of this 
lean, but also a small dividend to the original shareholders. 

I now come to the last letter of Mr. Trevethick’s, dated Nov. 24, and 
published in the Journal on Nov. 28, which however right in some parts, 
I cannot agree with in others. He cannot say that 100 out of 100 Eng- 
lish companies in Germany have proved a complete failure; for, although 
formerly this may generally have been the case, I think I have proved that 
things have changed for the better, and that there is now a successful Eng- 
lish company in existence in Germany. Itis not possible to give a state- 
ment, taking the dividends paid during the last seven years, of the amount 
per cent. per annum shown upon the market prices of the shares “ Stahl- 
berg and Saturn,” as these companies have not yet been fully completed 
so long. Mr. Trevethick rightly remarks that the Neu Schottland Com- 
pany has only paid 2 per cent., but he must not forget that this, as well as 
the greater part of the companies mentioned by an Englishman, are iron 
companies, and greatly dependent upon the general state of trade; and that 
similar English companies in England have also not made their fortune 
during this time, to judge from the number of furnaces which have been 
out of blast. It is no bad sign that, under these circumstances, the Neu 
Schottland Company has paid any dividend at all; but now, since iron, in 
consequence of the rise of wages in England, and an increased demand, 
has gone up, much higher dividends may be anticipated for the future, es- 
pecially as the crisis has taught the manufacturers to work cheaper, as new 
collieries (for the iron industry always marches hand in hand with the coal 
industry) are being opened all over Germany, and as, finally, the means of 
communication are rapidly increasing. Mining undertakings always will 
involve a certain amount of risk, but in no other business such large for- 
tanes can be accumulated as in mining undertakings, if carried on with 
energy, perseverance, and circumspection, as proved by the Devon Great 
Consols, the Wheal Friendship, the Mansfeld, the Himmelfahrt Mines, and 
a host of others. I should also like to mention here that German min- 
ing industry is not likely to suffer in the event of war, as the German com- 
panies never were more prosperous than during the Crimean war. Your 
correspondent further mentions that in the same Journal, where fourteen 
companies are announced as winding-up, 500 English companies are re- 
ferred to as being in existence; but he should recollect that even in this 
country, in spite of all encouragement given to the mining industry, only 
a small portion of them are dividend mines; and I hope soon to be able to 
prove to the English capitalists, if they will take the trouble to look at a 
German Mining Journal, that there are far more dividend-paying mines 
in Germany than in England. I have mentioned already, in my letter of 
Oct. 27, that since 1851 the German mining officials have done their utmost 
to promote mining industry, and especially in Saxony, where the roy- 
alties formerly were very high, in spite of which such brilliant results have 
been realised by the “* Himmelfahrt Fundgrube.” 

I believe I nave herewith answered the different letters bearing on this 
subject, but shall feel happy to give upon all other points the best informa- 
tion in my power to all parties interested in German mine adventures. 
which I feel assured, if judiciously selected, and with good, sound, and 
energetic English management, are sure to pay the enterprising English 
capitalists.—London, Dec. 31. .

A long experience, derived 
from his connection, one of many years, with the share market, invests 
the writer with the character of a reliable authority upon the value of min- 
ing stock; and it is clear he has spared no trouble in acqniring as much 
information as possible touching the general state of mineral enterprise, 
and the real or presumed advantages appertaining to it in certain localities 
That mine-mysteries exist no one will attempt to deny, but that they do 
not all cloak evil is a fact as incontrovertible as that some of them are de- 
Jusive and of dangerous import to each and all who imprudently resign 
their common sense to other people’s keeping. 

A vast amount of returns from profitable workings, in private hands, are 
not accessible to statistical research, while prejudices and jealousies in other 
instances frequently intervene to obstruct the view of anyone likely to be- 
come an interested public informant. ‘The policy is, no doubt, narrow and 
short-sighted, but it, nevertheless, is often acted upon; and it is not im- 
probable an enquiry into its exciting causes would be met with the curt 
and testy response—‘t We know our own business best.’ Well, it cer- 
tainly is to be supposed that, generally, business men do most what best 
answers them, but it sometimes happens the compasses by which some of 
the most astute and knowing ones would steer are sadly out of order; still 
they please themselves, and are possibly satisfied with their vagaries. 

Assuming, then, that the gnomes, and a certain class of mystics in the 
mining interest, conceal and hoard in silence a considerable amount of 
mineral treasure, the inference to be drawn from the mineral statistics fur - 
nished for 1863 will be more intelligible. It appears that in that year 42 
Cornwall and Devon mines paid in dividends 229.5311. 4s., against 232,2592., 
the dividends of 49 mines in 1862. Various causes are cited for the ab- 
sence of several mines which figured in the Dividend List of two years 
since, but show no prosperous signs at the present time, at least on paper; 
and we are told “ the price of metals has had a good deal to do with this, but 
the poverty of the mines more.” ‘This latter conjecture, however, many 
who pretend to know a great deal about several of the workings on the 
black list are ready to cavil at, and, while asserting that to a considerable 
extent large expenditure, consequent upon modifications and extensions of 
works in depth, “scientifically recommended,” contributed to the appa- 
rent dearth of ore, prognosticate roundly some very rich resuscitations in 
a little time. It is to be hoped such are prophetic truths; and here it is 
just to suggest that shareholders should guard themselves from anything 
approaching to “ panic ” upon the cessation of large profits in mines. A 
reliable statement can be, under the present system of management, at all 
times procured. Judgment in mining, perhaps more than any other en- 
terprise, should never permit itself to be scared at the first suspicion of im- 
poverished courses of ore and attenuated lodes. A pradent, well directed 
patience is a most valuable aid in adventure. As many have lost fortunes 
by selling out impulsively as have rained themselves by recklessly, and 
through a gambling spirit, purchasing into undertakings projected by the 
designing and the dishonest. ‘ 

The mere speculator, again, for the rise or fall of shares, at short inter- 
vals, should never be taken as an example of an investor in mining. He 
casts the die upon the most shadowy chance of a favourable variation in 
the price of shares, really of no intrinsic value, and but mere appliances to 
market gambling. This practice is totally antagonistic to all that is wise 
in mining, which, as the reviewer holds, “ in itself is a bona and legi- 
timate undertaking, and it will be found on investigation that the great 
successes have always attended those who have stuck to mines with fair 
prospects through good report and evil report, Witness Buller, which 








ing mines, now on the share list, are not few or far between, and by no 
means unlikely to double the value of investment in them ere a very few 
months shall have passed. This is another incident worthy of special 
consideration, and should be promptly looked to upon a sound business 
principle; but, taken all in all, Mrninc has many facts, old and new, to 
recommend it. It stands forward now, at the beginning of the new year, 
hopefully and with fair promise, such as all those who are possessed of 
capital, and prudence enough to consign some of it to the well-based secu- 
rity of home industry, should accept liberally, and thus will prosperous 
mining facts be multiplied to their especial welfare, and that of the com- 
munity at large.

PROGRESS OF MINING—WEST CHIVERTON. 


Si,—Upon the authority of those acquainted, as I thought, with the 
facts, I stated in my Review that West Chiverton after the next dividend 
would probably pay 2/. per share, or 60002. quarterly; but I am now in- 
formed by the largest sharelrelders that it is not their intention to increase 
the dividends until the balance in hand sha’! amount to 40002. or 50002, 
As a matter of prudence, and as showing that the principal holders are not 
desirous of paying large dividends for the purpose of getting up shares, this 
looks well; at the same time, it appears a large sum of money to keep in 
the hands of bankers, when many persons may, and doubtless, have pur- 
chased shares at the high prices for investment, and in the full expectation 
of increased dividends, and who may also be compelled to sell their shares 
before they can derive any benefit from the accumulating fund. A de- 
viation from the Cost-book Principle, so far as it relates to beginning mines 
with a good subscribed capital, instead of having repeated and annoying 
calls, is one I referred to last week as — to be of benefit to mining; 
but many persons may question the policy of departing from it by keeping 
more than two months’ costs in hand in a dividend mine.

MINING AS A PROFITABLE FIELD FOR CAPITAL, &c. 

Sir,—Mining, when properly carried out, is profitable; nevertheless, it 
still continues in questionable odour with mankind generally. Why is it 
so? Each one who reads this may form an opinion upon this point; but 
it is certain that most people think mining a lottery. Mining yields a high 
rate of interest, allowing a fair premium for risk; then, to what is to be 
attributed the doubtful favour in which so legitimate a field for commercial 
enterprise is held? Rash speculation, perhaps, to some extent, may be 
answerable, while the imprudent advice of incompetent and evil-minded 
persons, who are ever alert to catch the unwary in all departments of com- 
merce, has, undoubtedly, led to results which induce repugnance in many 
who have suffered, though from their own folly, and in more who have “heard 
tell of things which have happened,” ‘The sound advice of good practical 
men is always and easily obtainable, and this, if prudently followed, can 
hardly fail in proving eminently satisfactory to investors in mining. It is 
a fact that there are few families in England of the middle classes (the 
great supporters of mining enterprise) that have not hopelessly spent money 
in some scheme called mining; and the failure of one such scheme checks 
capital tenfold from flowing into bona fide concerns. Last Saturday’s 
Mining Journal contained 57 British dividend mines: two of these had 
cost less than 900/. each (irrespective of ore sold in their development); 
these two mines have paid no lessthan 1,117,4407. sterling within a period 
of 20 years; eight mines cost between 20001. and 5000/.; nineteen, 50002, 
and 10,0002.; six, 10,0007. and 15 0007.; six, 15,0007. and 20,000/.; five, 
20,0002. and 30,0002.; seven, 30.0002 and 75.000/.; and four mines cost 
sums varying from 75.0007. and 240,000/. before they were installed into 
the enviable position as Dividend Mines. In Dividend Mines in Abeyance 
we find four mines having less than 1000/. each subscribed; eight, 20007. 
to 5000/.; seven, 50007. to 10,000/.; eight, 10,0002. to 15,0007.; three, 
20,0007. to 30,0002. ; and four with capitals varying from 30,0007. to 75.0007, 
Ot these, Chiverton seems the most certain to enter the Dividend List in 
1864. We now come to the Progressive Mines, which, in justice to many, 
ought to be classified as “ cost- paying mines” and “calling mines,” a very 
great difference, equally as wide as Dividend and Abeyance Mines. Out 
of a list of 335 we find nine mines have subscribed towards their develop- 
ment less than 500, each—a very modest sum indeed, when compared with 
the Croesus examples, which have their locale in Merionethshire. There 
are fourteen with sums between 5001. and 1000J.; nineteen, 10007. and 
2000/.; forty-nine, 2000/7. and 50007.; seventy, 50007. and 10,000/.; sixty, 
10.0002. and 15,000/.; thirty-seven, 15,0002. and 20,000/.; forty-three, 
20,0007. and 30,000/.; seventeen, 30,0002. and 40.000/.; eight, 40,0002, 
and 50,000/.; and eight, 50,0007. and not exceeding 100,000/7. It will 
thus be seen that the majority of the above take 5000/. to 10,0007. (inde- 
pendent of the ore) to make a figure as a mine. There may be a number 
in the progressive state that ought not to have been started, as, no doubt, 
many parties, especially retired gentlemen of the army and navy, and also 
the spinster class can testify. Many have been weedled into taking shares 
by the specious advertisements in country papers, that are, in many cases, 
put forth by mere sharpers. 

The immense sums that have been subscribed for Foreign Mining un- 
dertakings, if they had been judiciously applied to Cornish mines, would 
have yielded a handsome return for the enormous outlay which has been 
made by many of the extinct “ foreign species,” It is no uncommon thing 
now-a-days to see a foreign company get a capital of 100,000/., buta 
British mine (where you have your property at such a distance as to be 
easily inspected and examined), with the modest sum of 10,0007. attached 
to its prospectus, and no free shares, has oftentimes hard work to get its 
requisite capital subscribed. Such a mine as West Chiverton, the richest 
in Cornwall for lead, had, in a measure, to eke out its existence. And 
this cireumstance compels me to speak a word on croakers, and also the 
‘* bearing ” portion of the mining community, who have predicted its poor- 
ness at some period in 1864, thanks tothem, You will always find croakers; 
the men, you know, who would not bay at 20/. 10s., and who, perhaps, 
gave 40/., or even 50/., for a share which they formerly tried their abortive 
skill to knock down. Dealers are-great croakers; but brokers and* the 
public, too, are croakers in a lesser degree, the diversity of opinion bein 
the real cause. Every man has his pet scheme to recommend above all 
others, which he may call ** rubbish,” or a ‘ swindle,” to suit his purpose, 
I well remember, about six months ago, that certain dealers in London 
spoke in disparagement of the Cornish luminary of argentiferous renown; 
not, perhaps, that they did not know its standard of produce, or would not 
take the trouble to look into it, but because they had not one-third at 
10.0007.; certain it is, however, the star of the first magnitude was discu- 
vered by them in October, when its apparent diameter was 165,000J, 
From experience I am inclined to believe that the avaricious portion of 
mankind (and there are not a few of them) are sadly envious of seeing 
their brothers-in-arms’ pockets filling so fast, and their predictions may be 
taken as ‘* De son propre artifice on est sowvent victime.”

MINING AS A BUSINESS. 


Sir,—I think it is manifest that most people regard miving not only as 
a speculation—which, in truth, it is—of a more or less uncertain character 
but as a business intimately allied, in many iustances, with trickery, dis- 
honesty, and chicanery, not because, per se, it is a dishonest occupation, 
but because many dishonest men take itup as the only mode in which they 
are able to eke out a living. It becomes, then, an important considera- 
tion with ail men of principle, who are desirous of seeing legitimate mining, whether or 
not some means cannot be devised for improving the status of the business. How, then, 
can it be done? Let usconsider first the Disease, and then endeavour to providea Cure, 

Tue Dis—EaseE—Many unqualified, dishonest, and incapable agents: it must be ad- 
mitted that there are many such, who both wiifully and ignorantly recommend mining 
adventares which would be most surely condemned by men of principle and sound know- 
ledge in such matters. For, after al!, the report of the principal mine captain is the true 
guide for the committee, directors, or managers, as to whether and how the mine shall 
be worked or stopped. It is on the opinion of this self-interested party that a mine 
without good prospects is often carried on for years, with a constant pull upon the share- 
holders, and I fear, in many instances, the 
men who have also an interest in keeping the mine at work. 

Is there any Remepy? Is it practicable to establish a Board of Examiners as to qua- 
lification (I do not mean a moral qualification), who should have the power to grant cer- 
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tificates of a first, second, and third class ; such board to be composed of men of theory 
and practice, who should, at stated periods, meet at Truro, for instance, for the purpose 
referred to? It may be said that this process would only bear upon the capability of 
the individual offering himself to the examiners. True, they would not sit as judges of 
his honesty; but in eight cases out of ten it would be found that the man who would 
come out first-class would not only be fully entitled to his certificate of qualification, 
but also would be a man of principle, as the study necessary in order to enable him to 
obtain such certificate, together with the close application to his work, and observance 
and classification of certain evidences connected with such work, will have made him 


a reflective character, which, combined with steadiness, is generally intimately con- | 


nected with honesty. Not only would it be of great advantage to persons disposed to 
embark some capital in mining to have approved agents under their employ, but it 
would also be to their advantage to be the holders of a first-class certificate, as thoy 
would be entitled to higher pay than a second or third ciass certificated agent, and de- 
servedly so, their knowledge and capabilities being superior. Of, course, it would be 
necessary in carrying out this, or any similar, scheme to have certain regulations; and, 
among others, there should be one which should restrict a mine captain from holding 
any interest whatever in his own mine, nor should he be allowed to report on any other 
mine in which he has an interest whilst holding such interest. I have made these 
few observations with the hope that the matter may be taken up by all parties who are 
anxious to promote a healthy state of things as regards mining, and shall be happy to 
lend a helping hand with any other gentleman to bring about such a — —

SUPPLY OF MINE MATERIALS. 


Sir,—A somewhat lengthened discussion of this subject having been 
carried on in the Journal, and apparently almost concluded without any 
practical result huving been arrived at, I beg to submit to holders of mine, 
shares generally the outline of a plan which, if carried into effect, would 
enable shareholders to place a check on the abuses complained of. Pre- 
suming there is in most companies one sharcholder who would be willing 
to attend the meetings, and, so far as able, enforce honesty in conducting 
the business of the mine, let that shareholder insert an advertisement in 
the Mining Journal to the following effect:— 

“ WHEAL DisappoinTMENT.—I, A B, of C, a shareholder in the above-named mine 
hereby give notice that I shall attend the meeting due about ~——, and shall then 
propose that in future all supplies for the use of the said mine be purchased by public 
tender, instead of private contract, as heretofore, and shall be glad to receive the proxies 
of all shareholders who approve of that system.” 

On receiving notice of the next meeting, shareholders should forthwith 
forward to the advertiser the necessary authority, on a proper (sixpenny) 
proxy stamp, together with a trifle towards defraying the expense of ad- 
vertising, and probably travelling, to the meeting; when, if half the job- 
bery indicated in the recent correspondence be practised, shareholders will 
find the little trouble and expense recommended will in many cases prove 
the best investment they have made in connection with the undertaking. 
Unless this or some similar system be adopted, shareholders may rest as- 
sured no good will result from all that has been, and much more that might 
be, written on the subject. Persons who live by such malpractices are not 
easily frightened out of their vicious courses, and, unless some more 
powerful influence be brought to bear upon them, will persist in their dis- 
honest courses with a dogged pertinacity, that will silently laugh at the 
useless complaints of their discontented paymasters, whilst they quietly 
continue to pocket the resources which ought to be employed in develop- 
ing what is, perhaps, in embryo a good mineral property.

RELINQUISHMENT or SHARES “LIMITED ny GUARANTEE,” 


Sir,—‘‘ Investor” puts the following question— Now, suppose an 
*A.P. company, with 10,000/., in 17. shares, limited by guarantee, to be 
in existence. On Jan. 1, 1864, the company is indebted to the extent of 
30,000/., and has assets worth 20,0002. Ona Jan. 2, 1864, the holders of 
5000 shares relinquish, but the holders of the remaining 5000 shares con- 
tinue to carry on the works until March 1, 1865, when winding-up is re- 
solved upon, the financial position of the company at this latter date being 
liabilities 25,0902., assets 15,0007.; would not the holders of the 5000 shares 
who continued working be liable for 27. per share instead of 1/. per share?” 
Clearly not; each shareholder’s liability would be expressly limited to the 
extent of any calls that might be in arrear, and his guarantee of 17. per 
share; on no account whatever could he be called upon for a shilling be- 
yond. In calling “‘ Investor’s ” attention toa parallel case, he will see the 
principle upon which the answer is based carried to a greater extent. In 
a company limited by shares, certain shareholders are in arrear of calls, 
and their shares are forfeited. That the amount of liability to creditors on 
their shares existing at the date of forfeiture should be transferred to the 
other shareholders would not be admitted for a moment, yet that is even a 
stronger case than that submitted by ‘ Investor,” inasmuch as the re- 
maining shareholders, by their own act of forfeiture, deprive the creditors 
of the extent of liability. In his case it is thrust on them by the relin- 
quishing shareholders.

THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM, WITH LIMITED LIABILITY. 


Sir,—In perusing that excellent little work of Messrs. Phillips and 
Darlington, ‘‘ Records of Mining and Metallurgy,” I came across the fol- 
lowing passage, which I think so strongly supports the views held by 
“A. P.” as to the inapplicability of a limited company having a fixed 
amount of capital for mining purposes, that I wish to call the attention of 
your readers to the opinion there expressed, which is important, coming 
from such high authority :— 


This industry, unlike most others, is of an entirely speculative character, and often 
pp to offer { diate riches to compensate for a trivial outlay. These prospects 

1 ly induce rep d calls, until ultimately it is found that the amount expended 
is greatly in excess of what was at first anticipated. In other cases the reverse occurs, 
where the proprietors had reckoned upon expending a large sum of money, they have 
been agreeably surprised to find such an outlay has not been required, and that large 
profits have resulted from their operations. Upon these grounds it is held to be injadi- 
cious to institute a specific capital for effectuating mining explorations in untried ground 


* A. P.’s” explanation of his new system should be read with attention 
by all engaged in mining; he has certainly undertaken a difficult task, 
and so far has succeeded in establishing his system. .The opinions of 
Mr. Tapping and Mr. Turner are decisive on the legality of the proposed 
system; indeed, Mr. Turner has placed the matter in so clear a light that 
all doubt must be silenced: Now that ‘A. P.” has removed the great 
obstacle to the application of the Limited Liability Principle to mining, 
there is no reason why any company should not be /imited. For my own 
part, I shall not in future care about undertaking the risk of the cost-book. 
While the old form of limited liability was the only one that could be ap- 
plied, I supported the cost-book, owing to its applicability to mining com- 
panies. In future I, for one, shall lend my strongest support to the

MINING COMPANIES LIMITED BY GUARANTEE, 


Srr,—Your correspondent, “ A. P.,”’ has now admitted that he proposes 
to introduce the system of working mines hy companies “limited by gua- 
rantee,” instead of by “cost-book companies,” and I am quite ready to 
acknowledge that his proposition is worthy of support, if for no other 
reason, that any other system is better than the Cost-book System, because 
the liability is unlimited in all cost-book partnerships. ‘A. P.”’ must 
know as well as I do that although persons likely to become creditors of the company 
have, theoretically, the power to ascertain the company’s exact financial position, prac- 
tically they cannot exercise that power, because should they delay accepting a contract 
until they have made the necessary examination, the probability is that they would 
lose the order, through some less scrupulous dealer accepting it. Conséquently, creditors 
and others doing business with a company are compelled to rely in a great measure 
upon the reputation of the directors. It is from this reason that an“ A, P.” company 
would be so objectionable. 

Wit a company upon the ordinary limited liability principle, an intending creditor 
examining the accounts, and finding 50,0007. assets, would be sure that this amount could 
not be instantaneously absorbea ; but with an“ A. P.” company it would be necessary to 
examine the books previous to the delivery of each order, because in such a company 
the responstility would not oniy be liable to be shifted (as in every company that has 
ever heretofore been brought before the public), but would be liable also to be extinguished 
altogether—the legality of which, as between the companies and third parties, | very 
much doubt, the opinions of Messrs. Tapping and Turner to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. Assuming that I am the owner of a mine, with the necessary plant and ma- 
chinery upon it, worth 50,0007., which property I am desirous of selling (which Heaven 
forbid) to an“ A. P.” company. I may ine the pany’s books, and find that 
there are shareholders who guarantee to contribute 100,000/.; consequently, I instruct 
my solicitor to prepare the necessary conveyances. Assuming great speed to be ex- 
ercised, these conveyances would not be ready for execution within a week, and in the 
meantime, in consequence of “ A. P.’s” relinquishment clause coming in, 99,9932. worth 
of the guaranteed assets might be extinguished. Either there must bea second examina- 
tion of the books at the moment the deeds are to be executed, or I may find that I have 
lost my 50,0007. worth of property, and that thecompany has but 77, assets to reinburse 
me. This would, of course, be a very near approach to fraud, but the“ A. P.” principle 
offers the greatest possible r] t to the fraudulent—encouragement which I 
am sure was never intended to be offered by the framers of the Companies Act, 1862. 
A few needy promoters, comprising amongst their number a few penniless younger 
sons of peers, would be enabled by the aid of the “ A. P.” principle to produce more 
harm to joint-stock enterprise than could be recovered in years. The“ A. P.” principle 
by its ruinous working would cause public panies to h d by the public, and 
would inflict injury upon all doing business in the capacity of suppliers with companies 
constituted under it. TL advise capitalists generally to avoid !aying themselves open to 
the charge that they are connected with an undertaking in which the liability of the 
shareholders can be extinguished by prejudicing the creditors. 

But although I have so strongly opposed the proposition of “ A. P.” to embody the 
cost-book rule permitting relinquishment of shares “limited by guarantee,” I consider 
that he is entitled to the thanks of all connected with the development of the mineral 
industries of the kingdom, for his ‘letters have caused attention to be directed to the 























subject. With all deference to Mr. Tapping, I submitted that the guarantee principle 
is altogether unsuited to mining pani the g principle being alone ap- 
plicable where money is not required, but security to those entrusting the company with 
money is. As examples, I might mention insurance companies, trading companies 
doing business principally on commission, and others of similar character; and I think 
“A. P.” will prove the correctness of my views by answering one simple question—Is 





it not money rather than security to creditors that is required in conducting mining | 


| operations? If it be money that is required, the principle which he propounds would 
| not produce it,and I fear that a mining company relying solely upon credit would not 


succeed, Lux Osscura, 
COAL MINING IN BOHEMIA. 


Sir,—Having selected a few abstracts from my report on Mining in 
Bohemia, I thought it might not be uninteresting to some of your readers 
to learn the progress of mining in that country—that of the coal mines are 
situated between the northern declivities of the Mittelgebirge and the 
southern declivities of the Erzgebirge Mountains, which run nearly parallel, 
and developing themselves into successive plains, extending from Aussig 
to the Bavarian frontiers, where the Mittelgebirge and Erzgebirge Moun- 
tains give way to the Bohemian forest—‘t Bohmer Wald.” ‘The coal 
field between Aussig and Teplitz, a distance of nine miles, is one mass of 
browncoal, varying from 30 to 36 ft. in thickness, which produced, in 1857, 
200,000 tons, and has increased to 600,000 tons in 1862. The cheapness 
of labour, and the facility by which the mines are laid open, with the in- 
creased demand, have been the means of inducing foreign capitalists to spe- 
culate. The coals, on being brought the surface, are classified thus—the 
Grobe (large) is that which is sent for shipment, the price at the pit’s mouth 
being 84 kreutzer per centner (cwt.); the Reare (rubble), only in demand 
for household purposes in the immediate neighbourhood, is sold at six 
kreutzer; the small coal is at present of little or no value, and the pro- 
duction is proportioned as follows: —60 per cent. large, 15 per cent. rubble, 
and 25 per cent. small. ‘This property is traversed its whole length by the 
Teplitz and Aussig Railway, which joins the States railway at the latter 
place, where a branch leads to the coal depot by the side of the River Elbe, 
the place of shipment where the coals are deposited ready to be transported 
in flat-bottomed boats, carrying from 150 to 200 tons each, to the several 
depdétsestablished at Dresden, Magdebarg, Hamburg, and other places, from 
whence the surrounding neighbourhoods are supplied. All the minerals 
in this country are claimed by the Government, on which a tax of 5 per 
cent. is paid on the coals sold. Ata future time I will allude to the tin 
mines of ‘onder, Zimmerwald, and Abergraupen, in the district of Teplitz.

STAMPS AND CRUSHERS SUPERSEDED. 


Sir,—I saw in last week’s Journal a letter from Mr. John Bray, the 
manager of the Beariz Tin Works, from which it appears that there are 
some instances in which a better process than stamping is desirable. Now, 
within the last 10 years there have been a number of improved stamps, 
and I have seen some patent stamps; but after 25 years’ experience with 
patents, I do not think much of the name “patent,” for ifyou get one good 
thing out of 500 it is doing well. If Mr. Bray have the very best stamps 
in use they are not to be compared with Blake’s crusher, which is referred 
to in your advertising columns. If one may judge from the favourable 
opinions expressed by those who have used it, old stamps will very soon 
be to sell cheap. 

Biake’s stone-breaker has only been known in this country one year, yet 
has already displaced some hundreds of stamps. Its advantages, as com- 
pared with stamps, are that in the first place you have but one place to 
tip more ore than 30 heads of stamps will crush; and, secondly, that it 
saves all the hand-breaking, as it takes in the rough lumps as large as a 
man can lift, and does not require more than one-tenth the power that 
stamps will take todo the same work. Another pointin its favour is, that 
it is self-supporting, requires no fixtures, and can be set to work in two 
hours after delivery at the mines; it is managed entirely by a labouring 
man, and is set in one minute to give the product in any size required, 
A 20 x 10 in. breaker has been at work at the Glasdir Mine, near Dol- 
gelly, for the last six months, and the agent writes me that it does its work 
most satisfactorily, and that when properly attended to it will break from 
8 to 10 tons of the hardest copper ore stone per hour to the size of fine 
macadam road stone.—Meadow-lane, Leeds, H. R. Marspen, 


THE MOUNT CENIS TUNNEL—BORING MACHINE. 


Sir,—On reading Mr. Ennor’s report on Mount Cenis Tunnel and the 
machinery employed, in last week’s Journal, I was not a little surprised 
at the slow progress that is being made—“ 12 feet per week, in very soft 
ground.” Mr. Ennor is quite right in recommending Messrs. Ridley and 
Jones’s machine for this kind of work. Speaking from my own knowledge 
of this machine, and judging of the nature of the ground from Mr. Ennor’s 
report, I have not the least doubt but the machine would cut the 12 feet 
wide G feet ahead per day, and others could be employed opening the 
12 feet headway, and cutting the sides as well ready for the masons’ work 
at the same time, for which there would be ample room. In fact, the get- 
ting away of the loose material would be the most difficult part of the 
work, if three of them were at work. With regard to the ventilation, 
which Mr. Ennor says is in a very bad state, this will be another great 
drawback on the workman, as we all know if he has not a sufficient sup- 
ply of fresh air he will not be able to do the amount of work which he 
ought to do; but this, I consider, can be easily remedied. In the first 
place, by employing those machines, I should say one-half the powder 
that is used at present would be sufficient; this would greatly improve the 
state of the air. In the next case, I would fix one of Messrs. Ridley and 
Jones’s improved apparatus for ventilating mines, &c., the cost of which 
is merely nominal, there being sufficient water-power at hand to drive it, and 
then partition off the upper part of the tunnel, and exhaust the foul air from 
the top side of the partition, and, of course, the fresh air would then go in 
through the lower part of the tunnel, and the “dense smoke” of which 
Mr. Ennor speaks, would be entirely gone. One of those apparatus, 25 ft. 
diameter, would ventilate the tannel, even to the end. A MINer.

MINING IN SPAIN—BEARIZ TIN MINES. 


S1r,—Having observed the remarks of Mr, Parkins and Capt. Robins 
on these mines, they have caused me to call attention to my letter respect- 
ing them written some time since. They were brought out by a Scotch- 
man, and when in Spain, some time since, and about to visit them, I was 
advised by the English consul at Vigo to call on the promoter, who was 
expected in Vigo, on his arrival, as he thought he would readily give me 
some information as to the best mode of reaching te mines. I did call on him, and 
found himevery incha Scotchman. He to!d me that English were not wanted there, that 
all the grants were taken up, and that he would not give me a hintas tothe best means 
of getting to the mines. However, nothing daunted, I proceeded, and by dint of per- 
severance succeeded in finding the works, which were situated in a very desbvlate spot. 
When I approached the mines all the people drew up and shouldered arms, as I first 
thought, to receive me, but I soon found that what I had considered a compliment was 
a symptom of hostility, as when I came sufficiently near the men cut at me with their 
tools, made like English hand turnip-hoes, anc informed me jn no mild 'anguage that 
they wented no English there—the same as I had been informed by the promoter; and 
if it had not been for my guides, I believe they would have made short work of me. 
I traversed about six miles over the backs of the lodes, or rather elvans, sometimes 
running as lodes, and sometimes in one, and at others divided into three or four parts, 
varying from 1 to 20 ft. wide, each ton of stuff containing from 4 to 6 |bs. of tin. 
These elvans traverse an edge slate rock, a little to the south of which is a granite ridge. 
The content of the lodes is soft, but not tenacious, like clay, and will work freely. 
They first wash the bulk in running water, and the residue in hand bowls, This pro- 
cess is painfully slow, more like gold washing. It would never pay to wash tinstuff in 
such a manner. I called on the promoter on my return, and remonstrated with him for 
encouraging the workmen in such conduct, and made some remarks as to the mode of 
working. After this Mr. Gunther was sent out, and he replied to my letter in the 
Journal, stating that be would shortly pay adividend. I made,inreply,some remarks 
expressing my doubts of his ability to do so, and the result has proved me to be correct, 
as his promised dividend ended in further calls on the funds of the company; conse- 
quently he left their employ, and Capt. Bray was subsequently sent out, also a water- 
wheel, and 16stamp-heads. He then considered he was going to stamp 100 tons a day, 
and pay a dividend forthwith ; but I venture to assert that all the men within ten miles 
of the mine, with the tools I saw when at the works, would not turn over 100 tons, much 
less stamp and clean it. They had neither a pick, shovel,or even a wheel-barrow. 

I happen to know a little of tin washing and streaming, havifg gleaned my know- 
ledge from practical experience, first at Carclase, fifty years since, and efter in some of 
the other most important tin-producing and dressing works; indeed, I have had the 
management of many such works, and I, therefore, feel convinced that unless some pro- 
per plan be adopted the results from Beariz will continue to be unsatisfactory. <A few 
months since [ carefully inspected the mode adopted to extract the tin from the low pro- 
duce stuff at the works situate near the Prince of Wales Inn, Bodmin Down, Cornwall, 
where they use steam and water-power to drive thestamps, but the tin ore there occurs 
in a different kind of stone to that at Beariz. I advised them to use crushers instead of 
stamps, and crushers are wanted at Beariz to first reduce the stuff to a size, as stamps 
deat all the matrix toa slime, and quently the tin b mixed with such a 
quantity of refuse, that the cost toextract it is so great that it does not pay. If thisex- 
ceedingly injudicious plan were done away with, and the stuff crushed instead, and al- 
lowed to fall into a long strip (say 60 ft. long), the wheel meantime working agitating 
rakes in it, 70 out of the 100 tons would be dispensed with as worthless, leaving thetin 
in tho strips in the remaining 30 tons in a rough state. With a well-constractet 
crasher, good strips, and ander a shrewd manager, it could be made to pay well I have 
no doubt. I hear they have called up 15,000/. already, 
comparatively nothing put on the mine, not even common tools; indeed, I should say 
15,000 pence had not been properly spent on the mine: 15,000/, spent on a mine, with

THE COPPER TRADE, AND MINING. 

Sin,—I noticed the remarks in last week’s Journal with respect to the 
demand for copper, and the short supply of ores in Devon and Cornwall, 
compared to former years. With respect to the once productive and fa- 
mous districts, they seem like things in past ages—worn out, and shortly to 
be forgotten. A person seldom hears of the once great Consolidated Mines 
in Gwennap with such returns in copper ore as the Devon Consols now 
yield, The Consols of Devon appear to succeed the Consols of Cornwall; but where are 
the twenty other mines, quite as great? The Great Crinnis, in the St. Austell district, 
was just as great a mine as either, and so was the Great Wheal Towan, in St. Aun’s, 
These mines are now exhausted. It may be said that there is as good fish in the sea 
as ever came out of it; but the system of mining is changed. Many of these great and 
celebrated mines took years to discover and develope; and, but for the perseverance of 
such men as the late Captain Thos, Teague, of Redruth, Capt. Oats, of St. Ann’s, and 
Captain Joseph Lyle, where would the rich mines bave been? The answer is short— 
never discovered! However promising mines may be in the present day, they are 
condemned by a class of persons supposed to be judges, but in reality quite unfit to give 
an opinion about districts the geology of which they know nothing, aud by condemning 
every district except their own favoured spot, deter persons from employlag their capiial 
in a great many instances, ‘Ibis system has brought things to a dead lock, and, instead 
of our country g theg minine country in Europe, we are fast bordering 
toa collapse, and our greatness is degenerating, and this principally through the bad 
system practiced by deceptivemen. But I would ask how are the labouring population 
to be supported, and the strength of the country also supported and sustained? Had 
this unfortuuate war not raged in America, we should have few if any miners left in 
this country in a few years; thus our once-flourishing towns would degenerate into 
villages, the districts of Par, Gwennap, and St. Anns to wit. The inhaditants of these 
piace are leaving by hundreds, and by crippling the industry, energy, and persevering 
enterprise of the few well-disposed men, fur the general good of mankind, the country at 
large suffers.—Jan, 5, .

THE COPPER MARKET. 


Sin,—The present state of the copper market is very peculiar. The 
world seems to be exhausted, or nearly so, of copper, and the consumption 
nearly doubled since the introduction of railways throughout the world. 
Gas and the electro-plating system have absorbed an unusual and enormous amount 
of copper. The gas-fittings consist principally of copper as a metal, and electro-plated 
goods take an immense amount of copper, as the goods are silver-plated. America 
took the greatest quantity of our metals up to the breaking out of the war, but during 
the last two years bought litle or nothing of us, Now they find themselves ex- 
hausted, and come at lust over to us, but we cannot supply them with a fourth part 
of the copper they require. Thanks to the altered tariff of the Continent, Europe has 
drained the British market of its accumulated stock of copper; and if the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer had not calied in the old copper coin of the realm we should be at present in 
a worse position, as the Government would have to buy a large quantity of copper to 
meet the present circulation.—/enzance, Jan. 5, A LiverProoL MeRcHaANT.

Meetings of Public Gompanies,

It appears, from a summary of the several 
monthly returns of ore raised, copper made and shipped, &c., published on the arrival of 
each mail, that in the earlier months of the past year the quality of the ore was gradually 
improving, as compared with the few preceding months, but that the total yield was 
still deficient, the continued prosecution of tutwork having interfered with the tributers. 
The subsequent returns had, however, been such as to satisfy the directors that the past 
expenditure, though unprofitable for the time, had been fully justified by the state of the 
working order in which, according to recent information from the manager, the mine 
has been placed. As far as regards the year 1863, the material benefit obtained has con- 
sisted in unwatering and more efficient exploration of the upper portion of the mine, so 
that the directors have to remark that the considerable improvements now evident in 
the year’s operations will be derivable almost entirely from workings in the higher 
levels. Any speculation as to what the lower levels will produce is still, of course, to 
agreat extent, prematare. The make of copper at the smelting-works for the first nine 
months of 1863 exceeds by nearly 70 tons the corresponding make for 1862, Ofthe ship- 
ments up to Oct, 26, 368 tons have arrived, and have met with a gradually hardening 
market, the sale prices being upon the average about 6/. per ton in excess of those of 
the previous year, and the present aspect of the trade is more favourable than fora long 
time past. The directers, in conclusion of these remarks, can assure the shareholders 
of their belief that the efforts of their manager in the colony are constantly directed to 
the economising of his operations, and the diminution of his drafts against shipments : 
such important subjects are never lost sight of. They are anxious, on their part, that 
profits should be distributed as soon as realised, and they have, therefore, the satisfac- 
of proposing that out of their present cash balance a dividend of Is, per share be 
forthwith made payable. It would be seen that the operations of the past year 
showed a very satisfactory improvement upon those of previous years—for instance, 
during the first half-year of 1862 there were raised 1490 tons of ore of 16 per cent. pro- 
duce, which was equivalent to 237 tons of pure copper; whereas during the correspond- 
ing period of 1863 there were raised 1595 tons of ore, of 1734 per cent. produce which 
was equal to 28214 tons of pure copper. During the first nine months of 1862 there 
were raised 2173 tons of ore, of 1644 produce, equivalent to 355 tons of pure copper; and 
during the corresponding nine months of 1863 there were raised 2590 tons of ore of 18 per 
cent. produce, equivalent to 464 tons of pure copper; showing an increase during the 
nine months of 1863, as compared with the corresponding period of 1862, of about 
110 tons of pure copper; and the “ make” of copper had also been very much increased 
in the corresponding periods. In September last the ger entered very fully and 
minutely into the general position and prospects of the mine, which left no doubt 
whatever as to the satisfactory and encouraging condition of the company’s property. 
During the year the manager had been enabled to sink the main shaft some distance be- 
low the 70, and had fixed the necessary pumps for unwatering the mine, probably to that 
level, leaving the upper portions of the mine in a much more fit condition for being 
worked.

Combining those facts, be (the Chair- 
man) thought he might fairly express a hope that the operations of the company during 
1864 would produce very satisfactory results—(hear, hear)~—beyond which it would,be 
unwise on the part of anyone to make any computation; but, at the same time, he 
thought they might safely conclude that the prospects for the future were brighter. He 
concluded by moving that a dividend of ls. per share be declared, free of income tax, 
in respect of the profits of 1863. ——Mr, Routu seconded the proposition.

Coat MiniNG AT THE AnTIPODES.—The reduction in the price of coal 
which we mentioned last month, for a short time appeared to give a spirit 
to business; and some of the wharves, especially the Australian Agricul- 
tural Company’s, are kept in full play; but moro recently there has been 
a dearth of arrivals, and the staiths wear a rather deserted appearance. 
It must not be forgotten that the break up of cold weather, and the advent 
of warm, necessarily causes a relaxed demand for fuel; but, although this, of course, 
hasa share in causing our present comparative inactivity, yet we cannot hide from 
ourselves that neither the intercolonial or foreign trade is as brisk as we could wish. 
So far as the adjacent colonies are concerned, reports affirm that they are al! well stocked, 
and that there is sufficient on hand to last for some little time. This, insome measure, 
may be attributed to the large shipments made to those markets by the Melbourne and 
Newcastie Minmi Company, when they commenced to work the mines purchased from 
the Messrs, J. and A. Brown. Some of the new enterprises, moreover, are preparing to 
send their mineral to enter the feld,so that the old associations will require very careful 
management to retain their accustomed share of the trade. The Waratah Company has 
advertised that they are prepared to furnish cargoes, and the Scotch Company will soon 
be treading on their heels, so that, we conceive, the double duty will devolve on all ma- 
nagers of collieries, of both raising the coal and of finding a market for it. Asa preli- 
minary to opening the Waratah Company’s junction, the engi in-chief insp d it 
last week, as is usual on all lines on which the engines of the Government will have to 
run. We have not heard of any dissent expressed by that officer to the arrangements, so 
that we may presume they are all in order. While mentioning this colliery, we cannot 
but regret having to record that,at the very outset, a difficulty has arisen with the 
miners. As the works hitherto could scarcely be said to be In operation, the men em- 
ployed in raising small quantities of coal were paid by the day at 10s.; but, looking 
forward to constant employment, the manager proposed that they should be paid by the 
ton of 21 ewts., for which 2s, 94, was offered at the screens, while the small coal (for 
which half-price is allowed at other pits) was to be sent up for nothing. These terms 
were rejected, the men demanding 3s. 3d. for every ton of 20 ewts., and 1s. 34. for small. 
The authorities declined to accede to these prices, and the men are resolved to adhere to 
them, asserting that those prices offered are fully 1s. per ton less than is given at the 
Wallsend or Minmi Collieries. With the Copper Company’s mines, too, there is a dif- 
ference. Hitherto they have been paid for getting all the coal by the yard, but, it being 
considered advisable to alter this system for that of payment by the ton, the men were 
offered 3s, per ton as thefnture rate; with this, however, they were not satisfied, requiring 
3s. 94. A fortnight notice, therefore, was given by the manager, so that unless some 
arrangement is arrived at before the expiration of that period these pits will be tempo- 
rarily closed. These occasional jars between capital and labour do the district much 
harm, as they cast a shadow of uncertainty over the working of the pit, which disin- 
clines the shipping interest from entering the trade. The disappointments met with 
jast year, when some of the works were closed, yet linger in the recollection of masters 
of vessels, and are cited as reasons for not bringing their ships here. While on the 
subject of coal and collicries, we may add that the Wellersley coal fleid, in this district, 
the property of Mr. J. W. Stevens, has lately been submitted for sale by auction, with- 
out any offer being made for it, Of the exact cause to which this is attributable we are 
not fully aware, as the carboniferous value of the lands is well authenticated, and the 
doring from the seams shows a good mineral. It was stated at one time that the Wa- 
ratah Company, whose land is adjacent, offered to purchase it, but that Mr. Stevens con- 
sidered the sum tendered Inadequate.— Newcastle (N.S. W.), Oct. 21, 


Buast-Furnaces 1N Casumerr.—At the annual supper of the clerks 
and foremen in the employ of Messrs. Gilkes, Wilson, Pease, and Co., Middlesbro’, Mr. 
J. Aspinall, the Chairman, said Mr. J. B. Pease, one of their employers, was then on a 
tour in India, and in a letter which he had recently sent to the cashier of the firm, Mr. 
Pease remarked that he bad seen a real original furnace for the manufacture of iron at 
Cashmere. The height ot the furnace was 3 ft., and its cubical contents 3 ft. andasmall 
fraction, The tuyeres were two in number to a furnace, and in their construction re- 
sembled a Scotch bagpipe. They were worked by the fingers, thumbs, and arms of the 
men. The stone was of the hematite class, not calcined before it was put into the fur- 
nace, but reduced to'a powder. Charcoal was the fuel used, and the yield of a furnace 
‘was equal to 4244 Ibs. of iron per 24 hours, but this quantity was very crude, and lost 
50 per cent. by hammering. In its manufactured state, however, it was very strong. 
Wages also seemed to be on a par with the dimension of the furnacesand their yield, for 
the wages of furnacemen were equal to 5d., and of charcoal burners to 3d. per day 





prospects of the at the present were so far ging as to warrant the 
directors in recommending the shareholders not to allow itto fall through, but to take 
up the unissued shares, so that the works might be prosecuted.

Considering that the circumstances adverted to in former reports—namely, the war 
in the United States, and the depressed condition of the markets for colonial produce— 
have exercised their influence upon the business of the bank during the half-year now 
under observation, tho directors hope the proprictors will agree with them in considering 
the above statement to be satisfactory. They are happy to add that the accounts of the 
half-year just ended, as far as they have been received from the b hes, give p 
that its result will be equally so. It affords the directors pleasure to be able further to 
report that the value of colonial produce has experienced a rise which, if maintained, 
may fairly be expected to have a beneficial effect upon the operations of the bank, but 
the improvement has occurred too recently to be apparent in the transactions of the last 
half-year. The directors now recommend that out of the nett profit reported above, 
which, after providing for all bad or doubtful debts and for income tax, amounts to 
33,9371. 1s. 1d., a dividend be made of 6 per cent. for the half-year ending June 30, 1863, 
being at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum on the paid-up capital of the corporation, 
which will require 30,000/., leaving 3917. 1s. 1d. Of this amount the directors proposed 
to carry 26171. 14s, 8d. to the reserve fund, increasing it to 121,000/. ; and the remaining 
13191. 6s. 5d. to the credit of profit and loss to be carried forward to next half-year. 


The CHAIRMAN, in moving that the report be received and adopted, sald the result of 
the last half year’s operations generally coincided with what the directors led them to 
expect at the last meeting. Considering the depression which had so long existed in 
the West Indian colonies, he thought it was surprising that the profits of the bank had 
been maintained so well. He was glad, however, to say that an improvement had 
taken place, It began last August, when a rise took place in the price of sugar. This 
had been partly caused by a failure in the beetroot crop in France, and partly by a con- 
siderable deficiency in the crop in the Mauritius and in Reunion. The result had been 
that, during the last three months, sugar had risen from 8s. to 10s. acwt. The present 
price would, no doubt, be a remunerating one to the West India planters, and the bank 
would participate in the benefit they would derive from it. It did not appear from the 
accoun's from any part of the globe that the deficiency was likely to be made up to any 
great extent. The sugar duties were to be reviewed by Parliament this year. The 
sugar-growers had, he thought, a ground of complaint. Extra duties were put on 
during the Crimean war, which still remained, though they ought to have been taken 
off several years ago. They were sometimes told not to carry too many eggs in one 
basket, but the Chanéellor of the Exchequer bad for years been carrying 6,000,000/. of 
revenue in one basket, and that basket had a false bottom, as he might discover, if what 
bad happened in America should happen in Cuba. He thought it would be well worthy 
the consideration of the Chancellor of the Exchequer how far ha could make himself 
independent of the sugar duties, 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired how it happened that the {tem furniture and property had 
increased, as compared with last year ?——The CHairMAN explained that it arose from 
thelr having purchased houses which they had previously rented, the opportunity having 
occurred for doing soupon favourable terms. The directors and auditor, who retired by 
rotation, were then unanimously?re-elected, and it was resolved that a dividend of 6 per 
cent. for the half-year be declared, payable on an after the 12th inst. 

Mr. McGaret thought the report could not but be considered as satisfactory. They 
had passed through a time of great difficulty, when colonial produce generally had been 
ata very low price, but he trusted tiat time was now passed. They had not only beep 
able to divide 30,0007. as dividend, and to increase their reserve fund to 121,000/., but 
also carried forward 13002. to the profit and loss account—such a result they had not 
previously attained. He was adirector himself until last year, and gentlemen were not, 
perhaps, aware that there was no board in London that required more attention, and 
there was no direction worse paid. He concluded by moving a vote thanks tothe Chair- 
man and directors, which having been carried and acknowledged, the meeting separated,

At the outcrop three seams of coal can be seen, 9,15, and 18 in, thick 
respectively. As these are only separated by their partings of shale, they may all be 
worked together, and form practically one seam. At the outcrop, only the 18-in, seam 
is sufficiently good to be workable; but this is merely owing to the effect of the weather 
on the part of the seam exposed to its influence, and he has very little doubt that ata 
moderate depth there will be at least 3 ft. of workable coal. The coal is a free-burning 
bituminous coal, very bright in parts, and capable of being used raw in a locomotive, 
but not Ot for making coke.

Since that time Mr. Wall has been actively engaged 
in perfecting the invention, and is now ready to negociate with coalowners 
for its practical introduction. The merits of the discovery can be defi- 
nitely tested in a mine for less than 100/.; and, as Mr. Wall asserts that 
the material absorbs and decomposes the carburetted hydrogen without 
becoming decomposed itself—the screen simply becoming clogged with 
carbon, which is easily washed out with water—there are great induce- 
ments to give the invention a trial. Mr. Wall offers to give every facility 
for the thorough experimental testing of the material previous to its appli- 
cation in the mine, so that the practical trial is not asked for on his bare word.

WEATHER PREDICTIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 


S1r,—Sir John Herschel has favoured us with an article on “* Weather 
and Weather Prophets” in the last number of ‘“*Good Words,” and, 
among others, I observe I come in for a share of his considerations. Now, 
it is a well-known fact that Sir John Herschel has written a great deal on 
the weather, but on all occasions failed to throw any light on the subject. His solar 
spot theory is also a myth, 80 far as the weather is concerned. He now advises us to 
return to the exploded theory of lunar influences. I, for one, shall have nothing to do 
with the moon. Astronomers tell us that that body has no atmosphere, no vegetation ; 
in fact, that it is a mere desolate wanderer, revolving round our planet. If this is so, 
what ina can d ion have on its sister, the earth, which is full of active life ? 
I would ask this celeb d ast , in bis next article, to enlighten us as to the 
causes of heat and cold, frosts, snow, hall, rain, winds, and the electric storms, and in 
what way he can attribute this to lunar phenomena? I have myself examined the lunar 
phases over a great number of years, but I can find nothing in that direction on which I 
can build even the shadow of a theory to work upon. 

In a previeus number of “ Good Words,” Sir John Herschel favoured his readers with 
an article on comets. Hestated the approach of these mysterious bodies cannot be fore- 
told. Now, I think I have already shown that I, at least, can foretell the approach of 
a comet with great accuracy, and that the approach of nine comets have been foretold 
by me in the Journal, How does he get over this fact? But he also informed us that 
the weight of the planet Uranus had actually been ascertained from a comet which was 
discovered very near that planet. Well, if this ts so, I should like to be informed what 
the density of a man’s body would be from one of Mr. Pepper’s ghosts? Perhaps Sir 
John Herschel can give us a formula for the solution of this interesting problem, upon 
the same data? This celebrated also tells us that the weather cannot be 
foretold for more than twenty-four hours. Well, I will leave this statement to be de- 
cided by the readers of the Journal. I know for what object these papers are written— 
namely, to allay the occasional perturbations which occur in the vicinity of the Board 
of Trade, in consequence of Mr. Shepherd’s predictions, These papers amuse, but do not 
disturb me in the least, With reference to the weather: To all appearance, the present 
frosts will not extend beyond the 10th or 12thinst. From the 10th to the 19th aseries 
of winds, more of less violent, will occur, which will be attended by some snow, sleet, 
and rain, with a low temperature. To our farmers I would say, you have only a cold 
apring to look forward to, and the sooner you make provisions for it the better it will be 











The Mining Market; Prices of Metals, Ores, &e. 
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Remarks.—The New Year has opened most favourably regarding the 
Metal Trade, as during the past week advances have been made in the fixed 
rates of two metals, and prices are generally looking upward. Everything 
at present bears a very prosperous appearance. Business is very good, and 
every department of the metal trade may be said to be in a flourishing con- 
dition. Although affairs on the Continent have now assumed a very se- 
rious aspect, and the hope of war being averted now hangs on a very slen- 
der thread, yet the effect upon the Metal Market is very slight indeed, and 
merely tends to keep up the price of one metal. The increased tightness 
of the money market during the week, and the fears entertained in some 
quarters that a return to an 8 percent. Bank rate may shortly be effected, 
has tended to produce a falling off in the price of speculative metals, yet 
otherwise its influence on the metal market has been very trifling. 

Correr.—On the Ist inst. the smelters announced an advance of 51. 
per ton, thus raising the price to 1082, for tough cake, tile, and ingot, 1117. 
for best selected, and 115/. for sheets and sheathing. Since this advance 
the market has continued extremely firm; and, in consequence of the scar- 
city of ores, it is by no means improbable thata further advance may take 
place ere long. 

YeLLow Metau,—Simultaneously with copper, an advance of }d. per lb, 
took place in this metal. 

Iron.—The meetiug of the ironmasters has resulted in a resolution to 
advance the price of manufactured iron 20s. per ton. It was also deter- 
mined to advance the wages of puddlers 1s, per ton, making 3s., or 45 per 
cent. since the beginning of August; and to raise millmen’s wages 10 per 
cent., this being the third advance of a similar amount within five months. 
Orders are very plentiful at the advanced prices, and makers are not dis- 
posed to take any great quantity in advance, as the future position of the 
trade is so very uncertain. It is said that the puddlers were never paid 
such high wages as they will be under the new scale, which comes into 
operation in a fortnight; and their wages are 1s. per ton above the long- 
established proportion to the price of bars. Swedish iron remains without 
alteration. Scotch pig-iron has gradually declined in price during the week. 
The tightness of the money market has had considerable effect upon the 
market, causing the price at one time to drop as much as 2s. perton. Busi- 
ness has been done at 65s. 6d. cash, and 67s, 3d. three months; then at 
65s, 4d. cash, and 67s. 14d. three months, on the following day; and the 
last advices from Glasgow state that the market opened flat, at 65s. 14d. 
cash, 65s. 9d. one month, and 66s. 44d. two months. An improvement, 
however, took place during the day, and a moderate business was done at 
65s. 6d. cash, and 66s. 3d. one month, the market closing steadily rather. 
Sellers at last-named prices. 

Leap.—The market is considerably firmer, and prices are looking up. 
Common English pig may now be quoted at 21/. to 21/.5s.; WB at 21/, 15s. 
to 22/.; and sheets at 21/. 10s. 

Tix.—On Tuesday the smelters of English announced a rise of 22. per 
ton, and again on Wednesday another rise of 2/., making a total advance 
of 4/. per ton, thus raising the price of blocks to 116/.; bars, 1177.; and 
refined, 1212, A great improvement has taken place in this metal, and 
all the English obtainable at or under fixed rates was cleared off before 
the advance.

But let those 
who, as practical men, would be engaged to advise on and superintend the application of 
capital for the purposes alluded to, bear in mind that honesty is the best policy, that 
union is strength, and that our wide fleld for beneficial exercise of this knowledge af- 
fords plenty of room for all of them, so that there is not even this feeble excuse for 
mutual prosecution and personal abuses that new-comers would encroach on their means 
necessary for a comfortable existence, We say this much in consequence of a disposi- 
tion of intolerance shown during the past year which we did, and shall always do, our 
best to check, by consigning ications, app tly biassed by personal pique, all 
away to our waste-paper basket. Let them practise in our country the far-famed cor- 
diality and, In proper seasons, also the joviality of “‘ Oneand All ;” exchanging views and 
experience for mutual information and improvement, which, we believe, has been one 
of the chief means of rendering Cornwall the most successful mining district of the Brit- 
tish empire, in the face of difficulties which scarcely exist in Ireland. But we do not 
wish it to be inferred, from the foregoing remarks and well-intentioned advice to mining 
agents, that we would indiscriminately ascribe the neglect or failure of the otherwise 
valuable property of a mining company tothat respectable body of men alone.

We hope that inthe new year 
we may see no occasion to criticise the conduct of those who have in their hands the 
management in chief of the capital of a company, or the appointment of those whose 
practical experience and skill should insure the profitable working of their concerns, 
Should it be otherwise, we shall do our duty in the interest of general m!ning enter- 
prise, as, we believe, we have ever done.

PerMeaBiLity oF IRon,—Our readers may recollect our having, some 
months ago, mentioned certaia experiments made by MM. II. Sainte- 
Claire Deville and Troost, from which it appear that, by a kind of endos- 
mosis, scarcely to be suspected in the case of a metal, hydrogen would pass 
through the pores of a platinum tube. Last week the Acatemy of Sciences received 
from them a new paper, in which they announce a similar property in fron. The great 
difficulty was to find a tube answering to the various conditions required for the expe- 
riment. The best fron to be found in the market might still be open to some objection, 
since, in point of fact, it is a mere sponge @attened by a hammer, like common platinum, 
They succeeded, at length, through the kindness of a friend, in obtaining a tube of cast- 
steel containing so tittle carbon that it did not admit of being tempered. It was, in 
reality, rather iron than stee!, and so soft that it wasdrawn into a tube without heating 
or soldering, though its sides were of a thickness of from three to four milimetres. To 
the ends of this tube two other tubes of a much smaller diameter, and of copper, were 


| soldered with silver, the whole was then introduced into an open porcelain tube, which 


was put into a furnace; a glass tube luted to one end, established a communication 
with an apparatus generating hydrogen completely deprived of atmospheric air; while 
at the other end, another glass tube, bent at right angles, dipped into a mercury bath, 
its vertical branch being 80 centimetres long. For the space of eight or ten hours @ 
current of hydrogen was driven through the apparatus, which was maintained ata high 
temperature, so as toexhaust the action of the hydrogen on the sides of the tron tube, 
and to drive away all the atmospheric air, as the moisture contained in the tube, or 
likely to be produced there. This done, the communication between the iron tube 
and the hydrogen apparatus was cut off by melting down the glass tube by the ald of 


| the blow-pipe. No sooner was this effected than the mercury, no longer kept down by 


the stream of hydrogen, yielded to the pressure of the alr, and rose in the vertical glass 
tube of the height of 740 miliimetres, or very nearly the usual barometrical height. 
This would not have happened had there not been a nearly complete vacuum in the 
tube the instant the supply of hydrogen was cut off. Rut what had become of the hydrogen 
supplied before ? There is but one explanation possible—namely, that notwithstanding 
the pri assure of the atinosphere, the hydrogen had passed through the pores of the steel 
tube. Hence an iron tube introduced into a furnace where there are reducing gases is 
a most powerful instrument for carrying off all the hydrogen.

The year 1864 opens eventfully. As far as England is concerned, it 
has inherited from its predecessor a rare and curious anomaly, one which 
exhibits her at peace though begirt by war; her industry undisturbed, 
her commerce prospering even while her relations with contentious neigh- 
bours jeopardise its interests; yet, independent of all belligerent signs and 
tokens, British commerce does prosper and progress—giving evidence of a 
strength, soundness, and elasticity, which the most sanguine could have 
scarcely anticipated in the face of serious continental disturbance. 

In vain will be sought from historical reference a parallel for the position 
England now occupies. Our peace is an armed peace: invested unasssail- 
ingly by a hostile cordon we are carrying on our national operations as 
tranquilly and confidently as if there never was a European war, or that 
one is not now looming densely in the distance. It is true that we are 
barely aware those foreign bayonets bristling around are not fixed for 
aggression upon our insular independence, or for invasion at any point of 
the territorial vastness of which this country is the imperial mistress. 

Glancing at the year gone by, the most prominent and defined feature on 
the front of its material structure now “ piled on time” is the commercial 
dominance by which political ambition and its acquisitive intrigues have 
been controlled. Without making an invidious distinction, it may be 
said that France at this moment types the providence even an absolute 
government is compelled to adopt by a nation only a few months since ini- 
tiated in the policy of free trade and unfettered labour. Schemes of con- 
quest, once so acceptable, are abandoned, retrenchment in the national ex- 
penditure is demanded, and the popular aspiration is in favour of that in- 
ternal quiet so essential to the profitable application of labour. Competition 
on the mart of the world, instead of the field of Mars, it is now seen con- 
fers the greater benefit, for by it are useful inventions promoted, improve- 
ments in system and appliances inspired, and national energies stimulated 
to the achievement of excellence in the entire sphere of productive and re- 
productive industry; never failing to dispense its benefits on the principle 
of the most liberal and widest extended reciprocity.

A ery has been raised that Cornish and Devon copper shows signs of 
exhaustion, but it is supposeable that the certain and few exceptions cited 
have been somewhat too hastily selected. Let it be remembered that the 
support given to mining for the last two years and more has been of a very 
insufficient and equivocal character, cramping this industry, and rigorously 
circumscribing its application; therefore the supply under so restrictive an 
influence was not unlikely to diminish in some degree; but, consulting the 
mass of practical experience placed by the most eminent miners at our ser- 
vice, the conclusion arrived at is, that if, as is expected, mining enterprise 
will be pushed forward under fair monetary auspices within the year, it will 
be richly restored to its ancient position, for the welfare of “* One and All.” 
_From January last up to the present time the unsettled state of poli- 
tical affairs abroad, acting adversely in a general way upon the monetary 
and commercial interests of England in her relations with other countries, 
made capitalists rather morbidly cautious and reserved ; but they now 
see that out of this evil has arisen good to our direct internal interests— 
that the peace we have studiously and Platonicaily preserved has borne 
manifold fruits; and no man, capable of judging, can be so stolidly apa- 
thetic and unobservant as not to perceive that one of the elements which 
essentially form the basis of our prosperity is the industry that brings to 
surface the mineral treasures of the kingdom. Through the gloom cast 
over that industry during the year gone by its merits are, as a conse- 
quence, but dimly seen, yet they exist in number, though not so visible as 
in former times—shadows thus, as the Arabic proverb tells us, cover more 
of good than evil. 

The total value of minerals produced in 1863 reaches a figure of 
30,000,0002., or thereabout, while the total value of the metals produced, 
together with coals, may be quoted at 40,000,000/., and so far it must be 
considered the standard is pretty well upheld, nor are indications wanting 
that it will in 1864 arrive to a still greater elevation. A summary of the 
events of the last 12 months is immensely instructive, to the extent of 
convincing the most sceptical of the extraordinary elasticity which trade 
and commerce in this country possess. In the face of a host of antago- 
nistic circumstances they have held their own—nay more, they have 
grown greater under the pressure of foreign difficulties of the severest cha- 
racter, while competition, and a comparison with foreign industry, have 
made us the more appreciative of our own. We have learned in this a 
great lesson, and let us hope the mining interest will not be the last to 
profit by it. If the monied classes have slept for some time on this vast 
source of wealth, symptoms are now discernable of the restoration of their 
acquisitive faculties in this particular. Beit, then, for future weal. Who 
wakes to reason has had no useless rest. 





Our readers were, no doubt, taken somewhat by surprise at the adver 
tisement which appeared in the Journal of a petition to wind-up the Silver 
Vein Mining Company, in the Stannaries Court of Cornwall, which was 
filed by Mr. Jonn H. D1noix, of Lostwithiel, and was set down for hear- 
ing before the Vice-Warden on the 4th, and we confess until we had as- 
certained somewhat of the circumstances of the case we joined unfeignedly 
in thatsurprise. A petition to wind-up a company is usually the last re- 
source of a creditor, when all other legal means have failed to obtain for 
him payment of his account, and succeeds only when it is clearly proved 
the company so petit oned against is totally unable to pay its debts—in fact, 
when it is utterly insolvent. Now, we are aware that this is not the case 
with “ Silver Vein;” none of the elements which would justify the carry- 
ing of a petition to wind-up are present, and we are entirely at a loss to 
see how any person could have been so ill-advised as to take such a step. 
We have no desire to make any severe comments upon the petitioner, who 
is a respectable man, for the steps taken herein, but we cannot help say-

We are glad to 
learn that the prospects of the mine are improving; indeed, if the report 
which has just reached us is correct—that there is a good branch of ore in 
the lode, both north and south, in the 50, the lowest point attained—we 
should say that the mine never was before in so good a position, and the 
shareholders should not haye to wait much longer before they are well 
rewarded for the spirited manner in which they have opened up this 
interesting district.

MANCHESTER ASSOCIATION FOR THE PREVENTION OF SreAM-BoILer 
Exp.osions.—At the monthly meeting of the executive committee, on 
Tuesday (Mr. W. Fairbairn in the chair), the report of Mr. L. E. Fletcher, 
the chief engineer, was presented. It appears that in one instance a boiler 
lately put under the charge of the association was found, on the removal of a portion of 
the mid-feather, at the first examination, to be so eaten away by corrosion that the 
merest touch made a hole through the plates, and several had to be renewed before the 
boiler was fit for work. In a second instance the boiler —also recently enro!led—proved 
to be nearly corroded through in several places, in consequence of leakage from joints 
which were bolted instead of being riveted. Inathird instance, a two-flued boiler, 7 ft. 
in diameter, was found to be so corroded that the plates in one of the external flues were 
reduced to about one-eighth of an inch in thickness, which is a most serious reduction 
for a boiler of such dimensions. In a fourth case, the under side of the furnace flue of a 
Cornish boiler was 80 weakened by internal corrosion that the inspector made a hole 
through the plates on sounding them externally—from the inside of the flue. This 
being a single-flusd boiler, and the corrosion having taken place at the bottom of the 
furnace tube, the injury could not be seen, even on an internal inspection, and there- 
fore, was liable to escape detection, This is not the case with a Lancashire boiler, in 
which the bottom as well as the top surface of the furnace tubes are accessible to exa- 
mination. In a fifth casea boiler, which had not been thoroughly examined for upwards 
of two years, was found to be most seriously affected internally by the action of corro- 
sive water. Many of the rivet heads were half eaten off, and presented aspongy appear- 
ance, The plates were extensively honeycombed, some of the indentations being as 
much as one-eighth ofan inch deep, and others on the furnace crowns }4 in.; while the lon- 
gitudinal stays were eaten into holes ; in some parts reduced to half their original strength, 
as well as the cotters seri usly affected ; in addition to which, one-half of each of the 
internal flue angie irons was eaten away, some being brought up almost toa feather edge. 
It is scarcely three years since the boiler was new; while continuance of such service 
without attention would soon have rendered it unfit for work altogether. In cases of 
acidity in the feed water, simple soda is found most effective, and had been recommen- 
ded by the association, the corrosive action being suspected by the appearance of the 
water in the glass gauge. Inasixth case grooving or farrowing action was found to 
have worked through the solid plate within the thickness of a sheet of paper, During 
the past month three explosions have occurred, from which five persons have been

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It will be observed that the shipments to continental ports, on the whole, have not in- 
creased this year; this is attributable, undoubtedly,to the severe competition of Cleve- 
land and hematite brands, which are now Jargely exported. We are indebted for the 
favourable result of our foreign shipments to the large demands made upon us by Canada 
and the United States. Foundries and malleable ironworks have been in full opera- 
tion, and consumed 531,900 tons, being at the rate of 10,000 tons per week. 

SHIPBUILDING.— Thisimportant branch of our local industry demands more than nsual 
attention; ail tne old yards are filled, and many new ones erected, the extraordinary 
demand for plates having fully taxed the productive power of our mills, afd been the 
great means of atvancing prices. There were bul-t, in 1863, 170 iron vessels of 120,700 
tons, against 128 of 72,600 in 1862, and 86 of 62,800 in 1861; and there are now build- 
ing 149 iron vessels, of 136,000 tons, against &6 of 87,000 in 1862, and 34 of 30,300 in 
1861. The stock of pig-iron in makers’ and storekeepers’ yards shows an increase of 
97,000 tons, and now amounts to 763,000 tons; but it is necessary here to explain that 
the actual increase only amounts to 27,000 tons, t..e balance of 70,000 tons being Carron 
stock, which hitherto has not been taken into account; now, however, it is necessary 
to include it, this brand being regularly bought and sold in the market, Notwithstand- 
ing the present extreme rate of discount, great buoyancy pervades every branch of our 
trade, and heavy buying orders are daily received from the South, more especially for 
fature delivery —leading to the belief that the large and increasing production is likely 
to find a ready market at full prices.

Although it is impossible to get the absolute figures for some months to come, we have 
reason to believe last year’s yield was not equal to that of 1862, which itis now known 
was at least 1000 tons in excess of 1861, and the course of the market shows clearly that 
the chief object of the smelters was to dispose of that surplus, Another reason assigned 
for the comparatively low price of English is a disagreement among the smelters them- 
selves.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


Reference was made last week to a contract of some interest which had 
been concluded in Belgium on English acconnt. It may now be added 
that the contract was for 10,150 tons of rails, and was concluded by the 
syndicate of forgemasters with an English house, at the rate of 62. 8s. per 
ton, the rails being intended to be re-exported to New York. This is not 
the first time that English producers have had recourse to the fabricatioa 
of Belgian works. The order now noted, brought about as it is by the present state of 
siderurgy in England, shows the progress accomplished by Belgian metallurgical in- 
dustry, as Belgian products can now struggle, both in respect to quality and cheapness,

[Excellent freestone, 
limestone, and also fire-clay of the best quality, abound in the neighbour- 
hood. The Coal, Coke, and Iron Trades continue pretty active, the only 
exception being the Steam Coal Trade, which is rather dull. Some ofthe 
large works in Northumberland are not well supplied at present with orders 
for steam coal. ‘This is partly accounted for by the scarcity of ships which 
has been felt lately, caused by boisterous weather on the north-cast coast. 
The doings of the Assessment Committees have created great confusion 
and mischief here in the colliery districts, they having largely increased, in

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Jan. 7.—The quarterly meeting of the ironmasters of North Stafford- 
shire was held to-day, at Stoke-upon-Trent, Mr. Wragge was re-appointed 
chairman. Some routine business having been transacted, Mr, Lleathcote 
and Mr. Wragge were re-appointed representatives at the Mining Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain. ‘Ihe condition and prospects of the iron trade 
were spoken of on all hands as being good; the demand for plates, angle 
iron, and general merchant bars continuing unabated, and buyers being 
willing to give out contracts for future delivery at quite 1/. per ton ad- 
vance upon last quarter’s prices. Under these circumstances there was 
no hesitation in adopting the alteration in the list of prices which was 
made at the preliminary meeting of the South Staffordshire ironmasters 
on the previous Thursday. Pig-iron was stated to be in good demand, 
and to have advanced in price in about the same proportion as finished 
iron. ‘The best North Staffordshire all-mine forge pig was quoted at 
41. 53., long weight; but makers declined to keep offers open beyond the 
following day. Coal was reported to be in great demand, both for manu- 
facturing and domestic purposes, and a rise in price had been established 
of from 8d. to 1s, 8d. per ton, according to quality and local circumstances. 
The ironstone trade is in a prosperous cundition, and prices are well main- 
tained. ‘The advance in miners’ wages, of 6d, per day, determined upon 
by the pig-iron makers at a special meeting in December, when an up- 
ward movement in prices appeared certain, has come into operation. 

On Monday, the quarterly meeting of the North Staffordshire Ironstone 
Sellers’ Association, which has been recently formed, was held at Tun- 
stall, Mr. ‘I’. Peake, the chairman, presiding. ‘The trae was reported to 
be in a prosperous condition. ‘There was a large demand for ironstone, 
and no difficulty had been found in realising the prices fixed at the special 
meeting in December—puddligg mine, 18s. 6d.; chalky mine, 16s, 6d.; 
cannel row, rusty, brown, or Burutwood mines, 16s. ; red mine, 14s.; 
Bassey mine, 13s. Gd. A good many orders have been received for the 
present quarter, and the general feeling of the meeting was that the trade 
would maintain its present position for some time tocome. In South 
Staffordshire the trade is very firm at the last advance, and the demand for 
coal is very active, the frost having at once increased the demand, and in- 
terfered with the means of transport by freezing the water in the canals, 

Mr. W. Barrows, of the Bloomfield Ironworks, Tipton, whose father 
dled so suddenly a few weeks back, has been appointed to succeed the late Mr. Barrows 


as a director of the Birmingham Banking Company, Mr. 5, Lioyd Foster, of Wednes- 
bury, takes the place of the late Mr. Thomas Ginbins, in the same direction. 





during the week. The important advance in the standard for copper ore, and the re- 
cent advance in the price of tin, have given a great impetus to the Mining Market, The 
compurative low price of the latter metal has for some time past appeared to be a per- 
fect|‘anomaly, To my own knowledge it has been the opinion of some of the most 
influential tin smelters that there was no bona fide reason why black tin should not be 
several pounds per ton higher. The reason assigned why the advance was not more 
readily made was that the smelters were not in accord with regard to the price of fine 
tin, These squabdbtings and bickerings among the smelters have proved very prejudicial 
to the shareholders in some extensive tin mines, and until some good understanding 
between them can be arrived at it would be as well for the shareholders to forego 
their dividends for a few months, until a better price for their tin may be obtained. 
It may be argued that tin is now at a very much higher price than it was some ten or 
fifteen years since; but it should be remembered that the consumption has very largely 
increased, and that mines which can now be wrought only at a small profit could not 

be worked at that periud unless at a loss, and consequently many of them were obliged 

to be stopped. The present advance in the price of tin is only, I believe, a prelude to a 

much greater advance, Such mines as Tincroft, Dolcoath, Carn Brea, Wheal Kitty 

(St. Agnes), Wheal Grylis, &c., will be greatly benefited by the rise, and the monthly 

profits considerably enhanced, West Srron shares, notwithstanding the most stre- 

nuous efforts that have been made to depress them in price, have advanced, and will ‘ 
continue to advance, I consider the shares cheap at 2007. per share, and I shall not be 
surprised to see them that price within a very short period.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Jan. 7.—The year 1864 has commenced under the most promising cir- 
cumstances as regards the position and prospects of the staples trades of 
this district, and it is to be hoped that its close will be marked with the 
same favourable prospects. ‘The Iron ‘Trade has achieved such a point of 
prosperity that a continuation is now the only thing to be desired, and in- 
dieations show pretty conclusively that this wish is likely to be fully rea- 
lised. At the present time the South Wales works are, with hardly a 
single exception, in full employ, and there is no difficulty in booking or- 
ders, even at the advanced quotations. As I mentioned in my report afew 
weeks since, over-production is one important point to be guarded against; 
but the probability of this taking place is much lessened by the fact that 
a scarcity of hands is already felt at many of the works, and what will it 
be when additional furnaces are put in blast, and old works, that have been 
at a standstill fora long time, started again? Thisis a serious matter for 
the consideration of employers, as hundreds of the best workmen have 
emigrated during the past year, and the movement continues without any 
signs of a cessation. (uotations for every description of iron are main- 
tained with firmness, and the following are the average prices:—Rails, 
f.o.b., 7/7. 12s. Gd. to 8/.; bars, 72. 10s. to 77. 15s.; pig, No. 1, 42. 7s. 6d. 
to 41.10s. The Hirwain Works are about to be resuscitated, after a 
standstill of five years, the new proprietors being Mr. T. C. Hinde and 
other gentlemen. ‘This is another of the many gratifying results arising 
from the improvement in the iron trade. ‘The splendid works of Mr. 
Crawshay, at Treforest, it was hoped would not long remain idle, when 
such high prices could be obtained for iron, but it is feared that this hope 
will not be realised, as the many rumours of the establishment being about 
to start have hitherto not been borne out by facts. In the several branches 
of the Coal Trade a considerable amount of activity is evinced, and the 
collieries, upon the whole, are well employed. ‘There is an excellent demand 
for steam coal, principally from the continental markets, and the Northern 
States of America are also taking large quantities. ‘The advanced prices 
agreed upon at the Cardiff meeting are maintained without difficulty, and 
there is a talk of a further advance; and if the demand continues so brisk 
as at present, and the colliers insist upon a rise, then it is quite clear that 
the coalmasters will have to put their prices up. Buyers of house coal 
have, for some time, been “ stocking ’’ against the cold weather, and the 
winter has now commenced in earnest. Every description of house coal is, 
in consequence, more enquired for, and quotations are firmer than has been 
the case for a long time. If the severe frosty weather lasts for any length 
of time, there is no doubt that an improvement will take place in prices. 
Coke is in good request, and there are an unusually large number of ovens 
at work in the district. The Staffordshire ironmasters are large buyers, 
and a considerable quantity is being disposed of at the different works of 
the district, 

At the Aberdare Police Court, on Tuesday, before Mr. J. C. Fowler,

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This district, which about sixty years ago was almost, if not quite, the 
richest in Cornwall for copper, is now attracting (and in general opinion 
with good reason) so much attention in consequence of the resuscitation of 
the old mines in it, that a brief account of these mines will interest many 
of our readers, The collection of statistics in reference to copper or tin is 

matter of considerable difficulty, since, until the * Mining Records” were
